, Ottawa, Sept. 17.—Threati of itrikes were deplored and a new 
warning from labor to employers issued before the National Indus¬ 
trial Conference had proceeded very far with this morning's 

session.

McKinnon, of 
Toronto, thought labor had been going too far in using the term 
“conscription of wealth" and threatening a strike to enforce the 
eight-hour day in all industries. There should have been more of 
a spirit of British fair play, he claimed. The Conference had not 
been called for that eort of thing.

Definiteness Needed. 

A plea for the lumbering, agri¬ 
cultural and dther seasonal Indus¬ 
tries, which would be handicapped 
by shorter hours, was made by J. 
Fraser Oregon. Bt. John. K. B.. and 
J. Thompson. Carleton riaoe, On¬ 
tario, said manufacturers 'HHWtd be 
more than wise U* introduce lower 
bmnw where-they rowtd. irat held 
that labor should state specifically 
in what Industries shorter hours 
were to be enforced. 

Mr. Thompson also held that the 
demand of labor for an eight-hour 
day only preceded u demand for still 
further reduction of hours and want¬ 
ed assurance that labor would aet a 
minimum somewhere. 

J. A. Mcladlamt. In closing the dia 
cuasion for the employees, moved, that 
the subject matter lie referred to the 
committee appointed to deal with It. 

Called Impossibility. 

Thomas Canute, of New Glasgow, 
and H. Pearson, of Toronto, thought 
that an eight-hour day throughout 
Canada was almost an impossibility. 
The latter expressed the opinion that 
It would paralyse industry. 

H. B. Butler, of the British Ministry 
of Labor and secretary of the Brit¬ 
ish Labor Cdnference. «nd Ernest T. 
Trigg and John C. Frasc**. official* of 
the KaUonal Federation of Construc¬ 
tion Employees of the United State*, 
were present this morning. 

Mr. Butler thought the sessions of 
the Conference would help greatly in 
shaping Canada's position before the 
International latbor Conference. 
Where It was hoped to remove the 
fear of foreign competition by 
standardising the laws respecting 
hours and condlUons of labor. 

Give and Take. 

Mr. Trigg congratulated the Con¬ 
ference for its spirit of “give and 
take,*' and believed Canady was 
serving the peace of the world In 
getting maate.ru and men together in 
free dlscusaion. 

Mr. Frasee. in a splendid address, 
said there was no “no mans land" 
between capital and labor. Employ¬ 
ers and men must proceed to progress 
step by step together on the ladder. 

* Will Be Employers. 

In a few years the men seated 
among the employees probably would 
be numbered among the employers 
and tt»«y must remember that ail of 
them were part of the public, whose 
Interests in all dases were the most 
important. 

The debate on the questions of 
hours of labor was concluded before 
the noon adjourn rrfont and the subject 
matter handed to the committoe for 
ita consideration and report.

States Government and" 
Japan

It was stated 
here to-day thut Baron Vchlda went 
as far as he thought' possible in in¬ 
dicating Just when the Js'panese were 
prepared to leave the peninsula. 

Negotiations 

Because the peace treaty lacka 
ratification by the required number 
of powers, it was said to-day that 
Jupan wns still unable to fix a pre¬ 
cise date for evacuation. It also will 
! lie necessary for Japan to enter Into 
wegotlations with China to arrange 
for the transfer, and as China has 
not yet indicated her willingness to 
negotiate on these points, the Jap¬ 
anese Government Is suid to feel that 
It cannot specifically name the date 
when the transfer will be made. 


On Board President Wilson's Spe¬ 
cial Train. Sept. 17.—Setting forth 
publicly for the first time his inter¬ 
pretation of the league of Nations' 
covenant as it* affects Irelarid, Pres¬ 
ident Wilson said In a statement to¬ 
day that the league would consti¬ 
tute a forum before which could be 
brought all claims for self-determin¬ 
ation wh^ch are likely to affect the 
peace of the world. 

‘The ‘covenant would not bind the 
United States to. assist In putting 
down rebellion in ahy foreign coun¬ 
try." he asserted, "nor would it limit 
the power of this country *1" recognise 
the independence of any people who 
seek to secure feedom.”

11.—A plebiscite is to Tie 
held in the Grand Duchy of Luxem¬ 
bourg after the ratification of the 
treaty of peace to determine whether 
the form of government shall be 
changed, and also to determine 
whether the Duchy shall Join France 
or Belgium economically. 

At present the Grand Duchy is 
governed by a Council of fifteen 
member* and a Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties of fifty-two. 

The Grand Duchy, which re re nth’ 
upplied officially to be admitted to 
the league of Nations, was former¬ 
ly within the German customs union 
blit such union was specifically dis¬ 
solved by the treaty of peace. 

Syria. 

Sept. 17—The agreement 
reached by Premier Clemenceau and 
Field Marshal Allcnby. of the British 
army, concerning the occupation of 
Syria provides for the evacuation of 
all the aren north of the frontier be¬ 
tween Palestine and Byria on or be¬ 
fore November 1 by British troop* 
according to newspaper* here.

Ottawa, Sept. 17.*—The proposal pot

Hon. C. J. Doherty. Minister of 
Justice, speaking In the House last 
night, stated that the parliamentary 
committee which will be appointed 
to deal with the new soldiers* civil 
re-establishment Mil will not take up 
this matter. He staled that the pro¬ 
posal that every, returned man. re¬ 
gardless of his financial situation, 
should he paid the gratuity is not 
In the Interests of the country or 
of the men themselves. 

Mr. Doherty s statement came after 
a large number of members had ex¬ 
pressed their views on the matter ip 
a debate precipitated by Colonel 
John A. Currie (North 8incoe) on a 
motion to adjourn the House in order 
to discuss the question of gratuities. 

The Minister of Justice declared 
that the Government had given every 
opportunity to representatives of the 
soldiers to state their views and had 
given them every courtesy. "There 
was no slamming of doors in the 
faces of any soldiers." he said. The 
Government, after giving every con¬ 
sideration to the proposal, had de- i 
tided It was not feasible, and had 
stated Its decision frankly. 8o far 
aa the appointment of a Royal 
Commission was concerned. Mr 
Poherty stated that the Government 
could not see what good end could 
be served by au<*h actidn 
For Committed. 

Replying to j\ question asked by 
Major D. L Redman (Calgary Ka*t>. 
as to whether the Government would 
i consider making monthly payments 
to soldiers,, the Minister of Justice 
said that any matter which came un¬ 
der the head of soldiers' civil re¬ 
establishment would be considered 
by the Committee. 

Answering Colonel Currie. Mr. 
Doherty said there was no fixed in¬ 
demnity which Canada was to re¬ 
ceive from Germany. The Allied na¬ 
tions were submitting statements of 
loa* suffered by their civilian popu- 
lations. pensions and allowances to 
soldiers and dependents, and Canada 
would receive her shsre of whatever 
the Reparations Commission should 
decide Germany could pay. 

In regard to finding work for re¬ 
turned soldiers, the record showed 
that If.000 had been placed In the 
public service and recently they were 
being engaged at the rate of forty 
to fifty daily.

Major Gabriele D’Annunzio’s coup at Fiumc 
may create a grave domestic situation for Italy. 
It necessarily must be resisted by the Italian Gov 
eminent, for the questiou involving the statu* 
of Fiume has not been disposed of, and in that 
aspect, therefore, it is a potential revolution. 
D'Annunzio appears to have been at the head of 
a considerable force of soldiers, for it was im¬ 
possible for the Government to take adequate 
measures to prevent him entering Fiume and pro 
claiming the unity of the ^lace with Italy. 

D Annudzio’s proclamation, of course, means 
nothing, but what effect his dramatic action will 
have upon Italy’s internal situation will de 
pend upon the measure in which it is approved 
or supported by the Italian people. Their attitude

WHAT MAY COME 


In one of his sensational articles on naval de¬ 
velopments Lord Fisher declares that “air fight¬ 
ing possesses possibilities of sfnking all manner 
of surfaee ships so effectually that submersible 
vessels will be a necessity.’’ “To navigate sub¬ 
mersible craft,” he added, “you must have in¬ 
ternal combustion engines and oil.” 

The Fisher vision evidently is as powerful as 
eYer. Two of the outstanding features of the war 
were the developments in serial and submarine 
navigation, and Lord Fisher sees in these such 
possibilities as should call a halt on naval construc¬ 
tion which ignores the lessons they teach. If de¬ 
velopments in aircraft and aerial navigation dur¬ 
ing the next few years shall reach such a stage 
as to destroy the value of fighting ships on the 
surface of the water, they will not be any more 
astonishing than they have been during the last 
live years. Likewise, if the developments in sub- 
mersibles and submarine navigation iu the next 
five or ten years shall reach the point where sub¬ 
mersible warships will take the place of surface 
ships, they will not be much more startling than 
the developments in underwater navigation have 
been in the last five years. Before the armistice 
was signed Great Britain had -a submersible 
carrying a 12-inch gun. 

Cable dispatches say that Lord Fisher's views 
are widely shared in the United Kingdom, and it 
is significant that while the construction of 
sttrfsee ships has been stopped by the British Gov 
ernment aerial and, we may be sure, submarine 
development is being encouraged. Much cau be 
done in airship and submersible construction for 
the price of one dreadnought. Hence, if laird 
Fisher’s prophecy be fulfilled Great Britain will 
both have provided the means of her pro¬ 
tection and met the imperative demand for 
economy which furnishes the key to all policy at 
this time involving the expenditure of public 
money. To persist in building dreadnoughts when 
their utility is so seriously i|uestioned, the finan¬ 
cial condition of the country so grave and

The packing industry in Canada is no 
infant. Indeed, it is such a healthy adult that 
it is operating extensively and profitably in the 
export markets of the world. In fact, tariff re¬ 
strictions should be removed from all food pro¬ 
ducts and the task of the Board of Commerce 
might be very much simplified if it recommended 
that this he done ami the Government adopted 
the recommendation.

CHURCHES MUST KEEP 
GRIP ON MANHOOD 


Says National Secretary of 
Brotherhood Movement; 
Conference in London 


In view of the fact that the Sreat 
world vonfereoee on the Brotherhood 
movement la belns held In London 
thin week, an Interview which Rev. 
Tom Sykea. the national eecretary. 
save lo the Christian world ia of In¬ 
terest to all church workers. 

The Interview, in part, follows: 

"My moil earnest wish la that the 
church of all the churches and the 
Brotherhood Movement should S-' to 
underetand and appreciate each other 
better, and ahould enter Into an alli¬ 
ance to work wholeheartedly with 
each other for the common end of 
maklns Chrlaf. Ideal of brotherhood 
a reality In our own and all other 

• fam hopeful that the International 
Brotherhood ronference to be held at 
tbr City Tfmplf from September la 
to 17. and the National Conference to 
follow Immediately at Birmingham, 
will help toward# tha removal of any 
misunderstanding and auspicious. 
The denominations and various re¬ 
ligious organisations have accepted 
the Invitation to send each two del¬ 
egates to the International Confer¬ 
ence. and men of the first authority 
are to open the dlecuaaiona on the 
varloua subjects. Dr. Clifford and 
Mr William Ward, not trusting to 
letters or intermediaries, went to 
Crlccleth when Mr. Lloyd George waa 
resting there, and at once the Prime 
Minister consented to deliver an ad¬ 
dress at the opening demonstration." 

Firat in Threa Ysara. 

“Aa to the National Conference. It ia 
the firat since 1911. War conditions 
made conferences impossible*. We 
have been exceedingly fortunate In 
having Dr. Clifford aa national presi¬ 
dent for three years. The president¬ 
elect ia Mr. Arnold Butler; M.P., of 
Birmingham/* 

"And how has the movement stood 
the teat of the war?” 

"Far better than might have been 
expected. I question if any religious 
qrganlxation waa harder hit. Two- 
thirds of our men served In the vari¬ 
ous forces. But the worst for ue was 
the great number of our ablest' and 
most enthusiastic officials and lead¬ 
ers who Joined up. We were left to 
carry on with the older men. and It 
u tv* *ai« vnsguiiTttt m« fict mat 
most of our National and Federation 
committeee showed signs of atale- 
nees. Now the men are mostly back, 
and tha' outlook ia mors hope fu l. 

Brotherhood men on all the fronts 
and In battleships contrived to meet 
when possible, in Egypt and 'Pales¬ 
tine a large number of Brotherhoods, 
British and native, or mixed, were 
formed, end united in s Federation. 
The Brotherhood type of meeting waa 


found to be the most popular with the 
men. Many requests came from 
chaplains for grants of ’The Fellow¬ 
ship Hymn Book* and membership 1 
card*. Since the armistice many * 
brotherhoods have been formed spoil - 
taneously by demobilized men. At 
least a hundred new societies have 
been started this year. 

How Churches May Help. 

"But to return to the churches, how 
do you suggest they should help the 
movement, and the movement should 
help them?” 

"Let the churches cease to regard 
the movement as an ‘outside move¬ 
ment.* a rival movement, with which 
they have no concern. After all. the 
Brotherhood movement is the stal- 
art son of the church. It Is religious 
through and through, or I. ns a man 
who was and intends to remain a 
loyal member of his church and an 
accredited minister of it. would not be . 
its national secretary. The primitive* 
Methodist C'onference lent me to the I 
movement for five years, and I am 
more than convinced that- my own 
and other denominations have every¬ 
thing to gain aad nothing to fear from 
the movement. 

"The churches will gain more and 
more, I am convinced, when they | 
realise the teaching of the Master 
Himself that we must be prepared to I 
lose our life in order to have It. Our? 
men were prepared to lose thetr lives j 
to save the life of Christian and dem¬ 
ocratic civilisation. 

"It is too much carefulness not to I 
•do anything that does not visibly and j 
tangibly help the churches' that ac-. 
counts for the loss of grip ofj 
churches on the manhood of the na- ; 
tlon. I rejoice that there are signs 
that this is being increasingly rec- | 
ogntsed. and I have faith to believe | 
that the Brotherhood Movement, 
hacked by the churches, will sweep 
men by the hundred thousand Into I 
the kingdom, and when they are in I 
the kingdom surely the churches-If 
they know their business—should get 
them Into their congregation and | 
membership.”

f have on my deak a copy of the 
Game Herulatlona for 1*11-20. In 
which la outlined the shooting of vari¬ 
ous game. In the paragraph dealing 
with the nhootlng of deer It Is stated: 

"Deer—All kinds, over one-year-old. 
etc., etc." 

You will notice. Mr. Editor. It atatea 
it la lawful to kill deer over one-year- 
old. and. of course, it must be unlaw¬ 
ful to kill a deer under one-year-old. 
As the law requires that * hunter 
shooting at a deer must not only know 
It to be a deer, hut to he a deer over 
one-year-old. how under the aun In-a 
hunter to xe excused when he finda 
the object hit to he a man? How can 
he defend himself In the eyes of the 
law when called upon to explain hls 
deriaion In determining whether the 
deer was over one-year-old or not? 
Of course, he cannot. Therefore he's 
breaking the game laws, aside from 
•hooting or. perhaps, killing a man, 
because that class of hunter has ab¬ 
solutely no regard Tor game laws; he's 
simply going to kill either young or 
old. and try to get away with It. And 
If for no other reason hls Inability to 
explain that the object he was shoot¬ 
ing at was a deer over one-year-old 
or not and that he did not even know 
It to he a deer, ought to he sufficient 
evidence to deal with recjile— huntera. 

We impose fines and Imprisonment 
for the Infraction of our law*. Why 
not make a few examples by Im¬ 
prisonment of these law-breaker*, 
which no doubt would tend to elimin¬ 
ate tVs everlasting, "I thought It wa* 
a deer." HUNTER. 


Then the statement la made that 
towage rate* are higher. This la In¬ 
evitable. because It takes coal, and 
lota of It tat the Increased price! to 
tow coal. Add to thla the recent raise 
in wagea to longshoremen—*0 centa 
an hour, straight and $1.26 an hour 
overtime, and It Is easy to aee how 
the common cltlxen who cams may¬ 
hap 60 centa an hour la being hit 
below the belt. 

Aa to the world shortage of coal 
thla la understandable. Hlnce the 
British miners obtained by threats 
the seven-hour day. the production 
of coal has fallen off at th* rata of 
47 million tons per year, although 
60.000 extrA miners have been added 
to the pay roll. 

He shortage of coal In British Co¬ 
lumbia. a glance at the Labor Oax- 
ette showa ua that the miners In 
British Columbia and Alberta wast¬ 
ed In strikes no lest than 69.120 
working days In July alone. If we 
average the miner's dally output at 
hut one ton. this loan la equivalent 
to nearly 60.000 tons for the month 
of July only- enough to supply the 
needs of Victoria householders for the 
better part of n year. 

It may be of interest to note that 
the mlnera of District 1* have been 
on strike for six months, not for 
higher wages or belter conditions, 
but the turn* old humbug of an ex¬ 
cuse. although a Utile worse, via. 
recognition of the "One Hlg Union." 
Thus do women and children starve 
and freexe to gratify the ambitions. 
Trotsky-like, of a bunch of vain and 
Ignorant men. 

Aa to sugar, a sympathetic strike 
la largely responsible for thin-short¬ 
age also. Last month two heavily- 
laden sugar ahlpa reached Van¬ 
couver. and after waiting some weeks 
In vain for the strike to subside took 
their cargoes back to the United 
States. The strikers should be de¬ 
prived of coal and sugar, not tha 
worker*.

REGISTRATION. 


To the Editor.—May I have space 
to contradict the statement which has 
Just appeared In the dally press to 
the effect that It is not sufficient In 
order to be registered a* a voter for a 
naturalized person to produce hls na¬ 
turalisation paper* to a Registrar, 
hut that he must al*o go before the 
Revising Officer and get a certificate 

This la not correct. Any person who 
has been naturalised can. on produc¬ 
ing hls naturalisation papers and 
taking the required oath, hav e hls 
name put on this voters* list the same 
as on any other voters* list. He should 
not go to the Court of Revision at al. 

The mistake Has arisen from a con¬ 
fusion between person* naturalited 
under the ••Naturalisation Act" and 
persons who have become British 
subjects by operation of law. 

The first category produces their 
naturalisation papers to the Regis¬ 
trar. takes the oath and gets on the 
list. 

The second category ha* to go be¬ 
fore the County Court Judge for a 
certificate, and upon production of 
the certificate to the Registrar and 
taking the oath gets on the list. 

The most common Instance* of this 
category are teg.) French wive* of 
British subjects, who. by reason or 
their marriage, are by operation or 
law British subjects, but yet cannot 
get a vote under this Act. unless they 
c*n get a certificate from the Judge. 
Another instance Is that of (eg) 6 
Swiss, who cornea to this country 
with minor children bom In Rwltxer- 
land Fie takes out naturalisation pa¬ 
pers In this country, and. therefore, 
can on producing hls papers get on 
the list, but hls children, although the 
naturalisation of their father makes 
them British subjects by operation of 
law. under this Act cannot get on the

J. Thompson. Carloton Place. On¬ 
tario, a woollen manufacturer, who 
had the floor at the time of adjourn- , 
ment last night, said this morning 
that Miss Gutteridge. of Vancouver, 
had spoken of the 44-hour week as u 
compromise offer. He did not think 
labor could offer or tho manufactur¬ 
ers could accept any auch proposal 
put forward at this Conference. The 
fifty-hour week prevailed in many 
trades and some even had less, and 
he feared that granting the 44-hour 
week, the manufacturers would only 
face tho demand for a 40-hour week 
later 

"Colonel Carnegie can not tell me 
ymi can produce In 44 hours what 
you can produce in 48 or 68 hours,” 
declared Mr. Thompson. 

Human Element. 

Colonel Carnegie: I wan speaking 
of tho human element. A machine 
working at ten hours Is bound to 
pr*Mftir«i more than In eight hours. 
loiC In manual labor, where the 
human element cornea In. the shorte.' 
hour* have Increased production. 

Mr. Thompson said in reply it 
would be recognised everywhere that 
where a men or woman Is suffering 
b4Muuse of working too long hours, 
masters would meet labor half-way 
In the -demand for a 44-hour week. 
He wanted labor to specify the In¬ 
dustries in which the 44-hour week 
should be Introduced. 

A Winnipeg Delegate. 

| C. McCutcheon, Winning, remind¬ 
ed those on the other side oT the 
house that they were dealing with 
the moderates In labor, not th« ex¬ 
tremists. However, the extremists 
had their views, and he proposed to 
voice some of them. The extremists 
believed there were about eighty per 
cent, who were not producers and 
would put them to work. 

"We are working to live; we don’t 
ll\o to work only." declared Mr. Me- 
C'u*cheon. "Japan Is In the best con¬ 
dition to Increase her export trade, 
working twelve to fourteen hours a 
day. but I don’t think even the 
gentlemen opposite would wish to 
bring Japanese conditions into effect 
In Canada.
